on the Midway project, said he wa 
of the opinion that the ultimate re 
covery of the oil fields of the nation 
could 
be 
materially 
increased 


through the simple expedient of re- 
introducing salt water 
produced 


from tjiese fields. He added that 
all operators in the Midway field 
had unitized their interests in so 
far as reinjection expenses were 
concerned, and that he had been 
informed that the recovery of oil 
from the pool could be greatly in- 
creased. 


Aside from the expected increase 


in ultimate recovery, Bailey said 
there should be a reduction in lift- 
ing costs that will be a very ma- 
terial item, and on the subject of 
salt water disposal, itself, he as- 
serted. 
Salt water that usually proves a 


problem in any oil field by escaping 
over the terrain will be disposed of 
and this in itself is a considerable 
achievement. The most attractive 
feature, however, is that the bottom 
hold pressures can be maintained 
anid allowables increased. These 
operations should be started during 
the early life of the field instead of 
waiting until pressures had become 
so low that the economies involved 
in rebuilding the pressures would 
make the secondary recovery oper- 
ations prohibitive. 


Bailey said the engineering staff 


pressure maintained and the rate 
of withdrawal. As you know, salt 
water disposal is not the least of 
our purposes to be obtained and it 
in itself would justify the expendi- 
ture of money which is being under- 
taken by the operators. While the 
salt water disposal has not been 
of great importance in Midway up 
to the present time, it naturally 
would assume such importance at 
an increasing rate. In addition to 
the above purposes of this system, 
we believe great economies will be 
effected on production due to great- 
ly diminished pumping require- 
ments for individual wells." 


One result that may follow ap 


proval of the application might be 
a possible increase in the present 
allowable of 175 barrels per each 
40 acre tract because of the more 
efficient

field 


There are 39 wells in the field whicl 
embraces about 1,700 acres, and 
the pool is largely developed al 
though some few more wells ma> 
be drilled.
